Absalom and Nancy found themselves still interacting with their children whom had 
intermarried through 5 connections. Henry had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda 
in 1841 , and I presume he may have been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples 
as they recorded on the way out to the 1848-1849 gold rush in California. David Staples 
diary stated, "On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the 
wagons through the wet prairie, a party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and 
friend of Cholera . " Who this was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on 
June 8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party 
continued on to California and in 1862 was one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund 
Insurance Company, in San Francisco ." [See C2G Profile for Henry Winslow "Win" 
Pratt for complete details.] Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With such a rich history of 
family ties and coupled with the convenience of Absalom Blanton's large house and well to 
do financial circumstances, then this marriage seemed convenient for both parties and I am 
sure was accepted by the childen with astounding approval.

Being a "hands-on" researcher and getting 
into those courthouse records whcih I enjoyed so much, I took many trips down in Potosi 
and sat at those tables in those dusty record rooms. One one such occasion, I was 
recording as many of the deed records as time permitted, I ran across a Quit Claim Deed, 
Washington County, Missouri Deed Record Book "U" page 322, May 3, 1872 which I have 
recorded in its entirety below. In the actual deed itself, the date of death for Absalom 
Blanton was recorded!!!! I was elated and excited and shared with everyone my findings as 
they have always shared with me their research and discoveries. If more researchers would 
take the time to dig into those records in those courthouse vaults, many of our family history 
mysteries could be answered concerning our ancestors.

1977 A Pratt-Blanton Family Story 

This story was related to me by multiple sources. One being, my Great Aunt Eula 
(RICHARDSON) Pratt, as well as others. 

The story goes, as the Blantons and Pratts were crossing Tennessee on their way to 
Missouri, they came to an Indian village. One of the Blanton's spotted a squaw nursing her 
papoose on a tree log. He boasted to another that he could shoot her off of the log at a 
great distance. As the wagon train left the village he shot the woman and killed her. Several 
miles from the village the wagon train was halted by a large group of Indians. They stated 
that they would kill every man, woman and child if they didn't turn over the man who had shot 
the Indian woman. They deliberated and turned the Blanton over to the Indians. Several 
miles later they saw him running for the wagon train with the Indians in pursuit. He appeared 
to be covered in red paint. As he got closer to the wagon train, it was apparent that the 
Indians had skinned him alive. The red paint was actually his own blood. He died before he 
reached the wagon train. As to who this Blanton was is not known. He may have been 
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related to either the Joshua Blanton group or the Absalom Blanton group. 
[It should be noted that both groups did not come west at the same time. Also, after 33 
years I have found no evidence that anyone related even remotely to the Henry Pratt family 
came with them when the jumped the "Trail of Tears" in Crawford County, Missouri in March

St. Joe's Oldest Pensioner 

Thirty-three years ago, June 1, 1937, Mr. Luther Blanton, 518 North Pine in Bonne Terre, 
Missouri, started his long life of leisure as a St. Joe pensioner. A visit to Mr. Blanton's home this 
past month for an interview found him on his way to his garden spot with a small box of tomato 
plants. He stated that he still does some gardening at his advanced age but he is limited by poor 
vision. 

Mr. Blanton told us that he was born on a farm near Sullivan, Missouri, September 21, 1869, the 
son of William Wesley and Mary Ann Blanton. St. Joe records give Mr. Blanton's birthdate as 
September 21 , 1 871 , which Mr. Blanton says is in error by two years. (Give or take a year or so, 
there isn't anyone around to dispute his 1869 birthdate.) He is the youngest of six children; two 
brothers, Charley and William Lee; three sisters, Sarah, Nancy and Jenny, all of whom died 
many years ago. His father was of French and Indian origin and his mother of Indian origin. 
He recalled working on the family farm and in the timber before coming to Bonne Terre in 1901 . 
Mr. Blanton's name first appeared on St. Joe payrolls in November 1906 when he began work in 
the Bonne Terre Yard department. His jobs were those of caring for the stock on the company 
farm, section hand for the M.R. & B.T. Railway (a subsidiary of St. Joe at that time), crusherman, 
chat drag man, table man and laborer in the Bonne Terre mill. His last job prior to retirement in 
1 937 was that of watchman at the Bonne Terre yard. He mentioned the names of Hobbs, 
Kuchlin, McFarland, Donnegan, Delno and Aubuchon as some of his St. Joe foremen. 
When asked to what he attributed his longevity, he said, "Indians live to be old and my mom was 
of the Cherokee Indian origin and lived to be over 100 years of age and I guess I take after her. I 
worked hard all during my life and I've never been married." (Author unknown newspaper 
unknown) 

Research Note 
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Since William Luther "Joker" Blanton died on 18 October 1970 and this article starts out stating 
that 33 years ago on 1 June 1937, which, when you add 33 years to 1937 you get 1970, then this 
article was written in 1970 and before he died on the 18th of October 1970. 

This article is another example of a Cherokee heritage mentioned on both sides of Luther's 
parentage. This means the Pratts, Blantons and Harmons had Cherokee ancestry since 
Abraham Absalom and Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton were the ancestors of Luther's father; 
William Wesley Blanton and Joshua and Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton were the 
ancestors of Luther's mother; Mary Ann (BLANTON). 

Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton and sister to Henry Pratt was always known by her descendants as 
a Cherokee princess. Thus the Cherokee connection through the Pratts. Bethanie's mother; 
Sarah (LUSTER) as the story goes was full blooded Cherokee. Stephen Nicholas "Nick" 
Harmon decided to look for his lost brother who was lost somewhere in the hills of Tennessee. 
Along his journey, Stephen Harmon met and became enchanted with this Cherokee beauty, 
named Sarah (LUSTER) and decided to marry her. So, in 1799 he married her in Greene 
County, Tennessee. Therefore, since Stephen Nicholas "Nick" and Sarah ( LUSTER) Harmon 
are the parents of Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton, then this would make her Vfe 
Cherokee, and Joshua and Bethanie's daughter; Mary Ann ( BLANTON), Luther's mother, 
would have been 1 /4 Cherokee.

I looked for it when I 
was at the Courthouse but there are so many books. ..hundreds that have not been documented 
but just piled up in the vault that I could not cover all of them and had no time, or luck in finding 
any information about Henry Pratt. Therefore, Henry Pratt could have died on his way to 
California or on his return to Missouri. After his death, his widow, Nancy ( CARTER) Pratt 
moved from Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri to be near her daughter; Susanna 
Rebecca (PRATT) Hansel family in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri.

Widower Absalom Blanton and widow Nancy Pratt were married on 21 March 1852 in

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Research Note 

This marriage was probably a marriage of convenience. Absalom and Nancy were white with 
no native ancestry whereas, their children were M> Cherokee. After the death of Henry Pratt; full 
blooded Cherokee and Cynthia ( PRATT) Blanton; full blooded Cherokee, then Absalom 
and Nancy found themselves still interacting with their children whom had intermarried through 

5 connections. Henry had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda in 1841 , and I presume he 
may have been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples as they recorded on the way 
out to the 1 848-1 849 gold rush in California. David Staples diary stated, "On May 27th, 
Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the wet prairie, a 
party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera . " Who this was and the 
party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from 
cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California and in 1862 was one of the 
founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San Francisco . " [See C2G Profile 

for Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt for complete details.] Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With 
such a rich history of family ties and coupled with the convenience of Absalom Blanton's large 
house and well to do financial circumstances, then this marriage seemed convenient for both 
parties and I am sure was accepted by the childen with astounding approval.

Research Note 

Finding the death date of Absalom Blanton was an accident. I started to record all the property 
transactions I could find on the Blantons and Pratts and found very little on the Pratts. When I 
inquired from other fellow researchers concering Absalom's death date none of them knew or 
had any idea when he died. Being a "hands-on" researcher and getting into those courthouse 
records whcih I enjoyed so much, I took many trips down in Potosi and sat at those tables in 
those dusty record rooms. One one such occasion, I was recording as many of the deed 
records as time permitted, I ran across a Quit Claim Deed, Washington County, Missouri Deed 
Record Book "U" page 322, May 3, 1872 which I have recorded in its entirety below. In the 
actual deed itself, the date of death for Absalom Blanton was recorded!!!! I was elated and 
excited and shared with everyone my findings as they have always shared with me their 
research and discoveries. If more researchers would take the time to dig into those records in 
those courthouse vaults, many of our family history mysteries could be answered concerning 
our ancestors.

Obviously, the "old timers" were in error when they stated John Blanton moved to Monroe 
County, Tennessee after he sold his property in Greene County, Tennessee in 1832. John 
Blanton Sr. who had moved from Harlan County, Kentucky, United States as listed in the 1820 
census and sold a deed in Harlan County, Kentucky in 1821 may have settled first in Greene 
County, Tennessee then moved by the 1830 census to Monroe County, Tennessee. Evidence of 
his Greene County, Tennessee tenure can be found in his property purchases and his children's 
marriages commencing with Joshua's in 1825 and Absalom's in 1826. Gold was discovered in 

1826 in Monroe County, Tennessee sparking a massive migration from all over the states to 
Monroe County. This would explain why many of the Blantons including John Sr. and my Pratts 
ended up in Monroe County, Tennessee by the 1830 census. However, curiously, Absalom 
Blanton seems to have retained his residency in Greene County, Tennessee. If he made a 
sojourn down into the gold fields of Monroe County, he did not remain or take up residence there 
for very long. This is evident by the his purchase of 6 head of sheep on April 6th of 1830 in 
Greene County.

The said parties of the first part hereby coveting that they their heirs 
executors and administrators will warrant and defend the title to the land aforesaid to the said 
G.P. Hardy his heirs forever against all and every perso or persons claiming by through or under 
them the said parties of the first part.

John Allen and Elizabeth (BLANTON) were married on 1846 in Sullivan, Franklin Co., MO. 
[Date and location from the book " Our Seven Children ", page 54 & 55. Checking the 
actual marriage book might reveal their marriage that could have been overlooked. Also, 
checking the local churches in Sullivan might have their marriage record.] 

Research Note 

There seems to be some consistancy concerning the birth location of the children. They all seem 
to be under the impression they were born in or near Sullivan. Since my ancestors settled in 
Johnson Township near Absalom and Cynthia ( PRATT) Blanton family now called the 
Hamitlon Hollow area, would indicate a close closed community of Native ancestry. Johnson 
Township in northern Washington County borders Meramec Township in southern Franklin 
County. Sullivan straddles the line between Washington and Franklin counties. To be living in 
Johnson Township would be a few miles south of Sullivan city, therefore, in harmony with their 
residence in the 1850 census of Johnson Township, would indicate they lived south of Sullivan in 
Johnson Township. Checking the deed books of both Washington and Franklin Counties might 
indicate where they bought property if they bought property at all. Since John Allen was born and 
raised in New York, he would be a man of educated means and taught in the value of property 
ownership. I would be very surprised if he did not buy property in Franklin, Washington or 
Crawford Counties of Missouri.

Now I will write you about my wife's Grandparents on her mother's side, Clara Emiline Sites 
parents as follows: Mr. & Mrs. Sullivan [should be John & Elizabeth ( BLANTON) Allen] 
were about 1824 at Sullivan, Mo. [They were born in New York and Greene County, 
Tennessee.] 

They were married about 1846 at Sullivan, Mo. [Can not locate a marriage document verifying 
the date] 

They lived and owned their farm, which was probably homesteaded on the Meramec River, east 
of Sullivan, Mo. To get to their home from Sullivan, MO., you cross the Sappington bridge across 
the Meramec River. They built their house on a beautiful hill from the river. [Checking the 
Franklin or Washington County deed books might reveal the dates and location.] 

Mr. Allen died about 1907 and they buried him in the Hamilton cemetery. [Not true, Elizabeth 
was a widow before the 1 900 census.] 
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Mrs. Elizabeth (BLANTON) Allen continued to live on her home place for a short time. In 
about 1908 she was doing the chores and while she was milking, a cow kicked her and broke 
her hip. So my wife's parents got her brought to their home, where she lived with them for about 8 
years. [By the 1910 census Elizabeth is living with Seymour & Clara ( ALLEN) Sites family.] 



Then on February 22, 1916, she died in their home and Mr. & Mrs. Seymour Sites buried her by 
her husband's side in the Hamilton Cemtery, Sullivan, MO. She was over 92 years old when she 
died. [No headstones have been located.] 

Their son, John Allen, had built house near by to help his parents with the farm and after his 
mother died, he bought out the heirs of their share of the old home farm. Later he sold the farm to 
the Sappingtons. 

My wife's mother [Elizabeth (BLANTON) Allen] was the youngest in her family. She had three 
brothers and three sisters. [Not true, Elizabeth was the oldest sister of Absalom & Cynthia 
(PRATT) Blanton family. Seven brothers and at least two sisters.] 

Seven children in the Allen family as follows: Mary, Kate, John Henry Lou, William and Clara 
Emilien (ALLEN). [Not true, there were six sisters and three brothers; Eliza Ann 
(ALLEN), Catheine Frances (ALLEN), John D. Allen, Elizabeth M. (ALLEN), Mary 
Jane (ALLEN), Henry Allen, William "Will" M. Allen, Lucille Elvira Louisa "Lou" ( ALLEN) 
and Clara Emaline (ALLEN)] 

A tragedy happened in the Allen family on their farm near the Meramec River when my wife's 
mother was 7 years old. A flash flood came from the river and got up in their field, and some of 
their livestock was in this flood. So my wife's Grandfather Allen and his daughter, Mary, about 17 
years old, were in a wagon and the flood took them, including the team and wagon down the 
swift stream. Mary drowned in the river. 

[His wife's mother was Clara Emaline (ALLEN) Sites and at age 7 would have been 1 874, 
but other sources stated Mary Jane (ALLEN) died on 28 November 1879. Mary was born in 
1 855 so if she was 1 7 years old that would make her death in the year 1 872. Checking the local 
newspapers should reveal the tragedy and the correct dates. Also it may not have been Mary 
after all, her older sister; Elizabeth M. ( ALLEN) born 1853 disappears after the 1870 census 
and she is not with her parents in the 1 880 census.] 

Her father, Mr. Allen, saved himself by holding himself to a limb of a tree. So Mary ( ALLEN) 
lost her life trying to help her father save some of their livestock. 

Now I want to tell you about my wife's grandmother [Elizabeth (BLANTON) Allen] who 
stayed in their home. When she was about 88 years old, and I would go to see my girl friend, 
Amy Sites, in 1912-1913, I would pull up my chair by her side and talk to her. Yes, Elizabeth 
(BLANTON) Allen was a friendly, lovable person, she was charming in her conversation and I 
would listen to her talk. She told me about her home life when she grew up and about her family 
life. 

She said they never wasted anything. When they would want fresh meat the men folk would 
hunt for deer, turkey, and other small animals. Even sometimes they would kill a bear. And she 
said there was plenty of panthers around to molest the stock and people. She said they would 
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only kill enough wild animals according to their needs and not waste any meat. Then she told me 
that she was one half english and one half Irish and that she married an Englisman, Mr. Allen. 
[Due to the prejudice of owning up to a Cherkoee hertiage she left out the part about her mother; 
Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton being a Cherokee princess. The English and Irish hertiage came 
from the Blanton side of the family.] 

So I figured it out that my wife's mother was 75 per cent English and 25 percent Irish, and that my 
wife is 50 percent Dutch, 37 percent English and 12 one-half percent Irish. And that our seven 
children are 50 percent German; 25 percent Dutch; 18 threequarters percent English and 6 one- 
quater Irish. 

This makes an excellant combination of European blood, which makes them according to blood 
and training, outstanding personalities, intelligent, ambitious, self reliant, honest, benevolent, 
friendly, compassionate, religious, and kind. 

[The author, Sam D. Bohnenkamp obviously was elderly when he wrote this book. There are 
several errors and I only was interested in the section where he talked about John & Elizabeth 
(BLANTON) Allen family. He starts off by saying Mr. & Mrs. Sullivan when he meant to say Mr. 
& Mrs. Allen. Also he states that John Allen died in 1907 and this is an error. We know that 
Elizabeth (BLANTON) Allen was a widow before the 1900 census. Too bad no one thought it 
important of know where John Allen was born in New York.. .or his parentage. This is all that 
concerns the Aliens and Blantons in his book.-Floyd Thomas Pratt 2010]

Therefore, I am not calling him a Senior at this point, until I rediscover where I found that 
information. 

Also, while I have found several on ancestry.com calling him John William Allen, I asked Walter 
Fred Allen on 1 3 November 201 0 where they got the William as his middle name and he 
replied... "As to John Allen being John "William" Allen, that info was contained in a 1976 letter 
from an Aunt who was listing her memories of the family; John and Elizabeth would have been 
her greatgrandparents. I don't, however, have anything other than that; e.g., documents of any 
kind." 

I'm afraid without supporting documentation, I can not in all clear conscience validate the middle 
name as William. I feel this could be the John Henry Pratt fiasco all over again. Therefore, I will 
not include the William in his name until it can be validated by a second source. -- Floyd

Since my Pratt ancestors 
settled in Johnson Township near Absalom and Cynthia ( PRATT) Blanton family now called 
the Hamilton Hollow area, would indicate a close closed community of Native ancestry. Johnson 
Township in northern Washington County borders Meramec Township in southern Franklin 
County. Sullivan straddles the line between Washington and Franklin counties. To be living in 
Johnson Township would be a few miles south of Sullivan city, therefore, in harmony with their 
residence in the 1850 census of Johnson Township, would indicate they lived south of Sullivan 
in Johnson Township. Checking the deed books of both Washington and Franklin Counties 
might indicate where they bought property if they bought property at all. Since John Allen was 
born and raised in New York, he should have been a man of educated means and taught the 
value of property ownership. I would be very surprised if he did not buy property in Franklin, 
Washington or Crawford Counties of Missouri. -Floyd Thomas Pratt 2010

Now I will write you about my wife's Grandparents on her mother's side, Clara Emiline Sites 
parents as follows: Mr. & Mrs. Sullivan [should be John & Elizabeth ( BLANTON) Allen] 
were about 1824 at Sullivan, Mo. [They were born in New York and Greene County, 
Tennessee.] 

They were married about 1846 at Sullivan, Mo. [Can not locate a marriage document verifying 
the date] 

They lived and owned their farm, which was probably homesteaded on the Meramec River, 
east of Sullivan, Mo. To get to their home from Sullivan, MO., you cross the Sappington bridge 
across the Meramec River. They built their house on a beautiful hill from the river. [Checking 
the Franklin or Washington County deed books might reveal the dates and location.] 

Mr. Allen died about 1907 and they buried him in the Hamilton cemetery. [Not true, Elizabeth 
was a widow before the 1 900 census.] 

Mrs. Elizabeth (BLANTON) Allen continued to live on her home place for a short time. In 
about 1908 she was doing the chores and while she was milking, a cow kicked her and broke 
her hip. So my wife's parents got her brought to their home, where she lived with them for about 
8 years. [By the 1910 census Elizabeth is living with Seymour & Clara ( ALLEN) Sites 
family.] 

Then on February 22, 1916, she died in their home and Mr. & Mrs. Seymour Sites buried her by 
her husband's side in the Hamilton Cemetery, Sullivan, MO. She was over 92 years old when 
she died. [No headstones have been located.] 

Their son, John Allen, had built house near by to help his parents with the farm and after his 
mother died, he bought out the heirs of their share of the old home farm. Later he sold the farm 
to the Sappington 's. 

My wife's mother [Elizabeth (BLANTON) Allen] was the youngest in her family. She had 
three brothers and three sisters. [Not true, Elizabeth was the oldest sister of Absalom & 
Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton family. Seven brothers and at least two sisters.] 
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Seven children in the Allen family as follows: Mary, Kate, John Henry Lou, William and Clara 
Emilien (ALLEN). [Not true, there were six sisters and three brothers; Eliza Ann 
(ALLEN), Catherine Frances (ALLEN), John D. Allen, Elizabeth M. (ALLEN), Mary 
Jane (ALLEN), Henry Allen, William "Will" M. Allen, Lucille Elvira Louisa "Lou" ( ALLEN) 
and Clara Emaline (ALLEN)] 

A tragedy happened in the Allen family on their farm near the Meramec River when my wife's 
mother was 7 years old. A flash flood came from the river and got up in their field, and some of 
their livestock was in this flood. So my wife's Grandfather Allen and his daughter, Mary, about 
1 7 years old, were in a wagon and the flood took them, including the team and wagon down the 
swift stream. Mary drowned in the river. 

[His wife's mother was Clara Emaline (ALLEN) Sites and at age 7 would have been 1874, 
but other sources stated Mary Jane (ALLEN) died on 28 November 1879. Mary was born in 
1 855 so if she was 1 7 years old that would make her death in the year 1 872. Checking the local 
newspapers should reveal the tragedy and the correct dates. Also it may not have been Mary 
after all, her older sister; Elizabeth M. ( ALLEN) born 1853 disappears after the 1870 census 
and she is not with her parents in the 1 880 census.] 

Her father, Mr. Allen, saved himself by holding himself to a limb of a tree. So Mary 
(ALLEN) lost her life trying to help her father save some of their livestock. 

Now I want to tell you about my wife's grandmother [Elizabeth (BLANTON) Allen] who 
stayed in their home. When she was about 88 years old, and I would go to see my girl friend, 
Amy Sites, in 1912-1913, I would pull up my chair by her side and talk to her. Yes, Elizabeth 
(BLANTON) Allen was a friendly, lovable person, she was charming in her conversation and 
I would listen to her talk. She told me about her home life when she grew up and about her 
family life. 

She said they never wasted anything. When they would want fresh meat the men folk would 
hunt for deer, turkey, and other small animals. Even sometimes they would kill a bear. And she 
said there was plenty of panthers around to molest the stock and people. She said they would 
only kill enough wild animals according to their needs and not waste any meat. Then she told 
me that she was one half English and one half Irish and that she married an Englishman, Mr. 
Allen. [Due to the prejudice of owning up to a Cherokee heritage she left out the part about 
her mother; Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton being a Cherokee princess. The English and Irish 
heritage came from the Blanton side of the family.] 

So I figured it out that my wife's mother was 75 per cent English and 25 percent Irish, and that 
my wife is 50 percent Dutch, 37 percent English and 12 one- half percent Irish. And that our 
seven children are 50 percent German; 25 percent Dutch; 18 three quarters percent English 
and 6 one-quater Irish. 

This makes an inequities combination of European blood, which makes them according to 
blood and training, outstanding personalities, intelligent, ambitious, self reliant, honest, 
benevolent, friendly, compassionate, religious, and kind. 

[The author, Sam D. Bohnenkamp obviously was elderly when he wrote this book. There are 
several errors and I only was interested in the section where he talked about John & Elizabeth 
(BLANTON) Allen family. He starts off by saying Mr. & Mrs. Sullivan when he meant to say 
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Mr. & Mrs. Allen. Also he states that John Allen died in 1907 and this is an error. We know that 
Elizabeth (BLANTON) Allen was a widow before the 1900 census. Too bad no one thought 
it important of know where John Allen was born in New York.. .or his parentage. This is all that

I stand amazed that after 35 years and more, of Allen family history research, no one has taken 
the time or responsibility to determine John Allen's parentage. 

When I began my research in 1 975, there were many older researchers with many more years 
of experience than I, especially concerning the Blanton family, that still had no clue about this 
John Allen born in New York. 

Since the Allen family is so remote from my direct line of interest, being that Cynthia 
(PRATT) Blanton was the sister of my 5th Great Grandfather Henry Pratt, I researched what I 
knew and could locate but not with an eye to solving the parentage of John Allen. 

To give you my relationship to John Allen is as follows: husband of stepdaughter of 3rd great 
grandmother. 

Someone from the Allen or related families who would like to know the answers to John Allen's 
identity, needs to do the following research.

Allen references. 

a) Check the marriage books for a missed marriage record 

b) Check the court records for references to John Allen's activities 

c) Check the local newspapers for John Allen & Family references 

[3] Go to the Crawford County, Missouri Courthouse and look at the Deed books for John 
Allen references. 

a) Check the marriage books for a missed marriage record 

b) Check the court records for references to John Allen's activities 

c) Check the local newspapers for John Allen & Family references 

More than likely the newspapers are housed at The State Historical Society of Missouri in 
Columbia, Missouri, http://shs.umsystem.edu/newspaper/index.shtml 

Taking a trip to those locations would probably reveal John Allen's parentage and other family 
data. 
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I think after 35 years, with no one making any progress on his family.. .is a shame and disgrace. 
Too many interested researchers in his family lines are too lazy to go and do the "hardcore" 
research it takes to solve this type of mystery. 

Too many people want someone "else" to give them the information without paying their dues. 
This type of attitude is not how the information you have today was acquired. ..but by long, 
tedious, time consuming hard work sitting in front of microfilm machines, visiting old 
courthouses and reviewing their records and talking to relatives down dusty dirt roads. 
Traveling from state to state, trying to locate anything or anyone that may have information 
about your ancestor. 

This is how the information you now see "online" was acquired and someone "else" had to pay 
his or her dues for what you take for granted with a push of a button. 

Until someone cares enough about the Allen family to validate their ancestry, I hope that in 
another 35 years, my words will not be as accurate and appropriate as they are today.

They settled near the 
Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 

When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told 
Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some 
property near her parents either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy 
land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks 
later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt... James' brother.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry 
Pratt family. 

When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They settled 
near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 

When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told 
Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some 
property near her parents either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy 
land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks 
later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt... James' brother. 
After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass themself 
off as a white man even though they were Vfe Cherokee. This led to Alexander's land purchase 
two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which he later sold to the Ambrose 
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Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

When I 
checked the newspapers of the Sullivan and surrounding areas back in the late 1970's and 
early 1980's, I did not know as much as I do now and overlooked key elements that I was not 
aware would be of value and interest to the Blanton-Pratt family history research community. 
Now, it is your turn to dig into those newspapes and extract the valuable and needed 
information to verify and answer some of the mysteries of these families.

1851. 

[This property is located right in the middle of the Meramec State Park. When the Corp. of 
Engineers were going to put in a dam in the early 1 970's they bought all the property from 
landowners in and around the park which was to be flooded by the proposed lake. After the 
project was defeated by the local citizens, the governent failed to return the property to private 
hands but kept the best land and expanded the Meramec State Park to its present boundries.]

After the death of spouses; Henry 
Pratt; full blooded Cherokee and sister Cynthia ( PRATT) Blanton; full blooded Cherokee, 
then Absalom and Nancy found themselves still interacting with their children whom had 
intermarried through 5 connections. Henry had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda in 
1 841 , and I presume he may have been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples as they 
recorded on the way out to the 1848-1849 gold rush in California. David Staples diary stated, 
"On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the 
wet prairie, a party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera . " Who this 
was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow died in 
Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California and in 1862 was 
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one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San Francisco . " [See 
C2G Profile for Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt for complete details.] Cynthia died between 1850- 
1852. With such a rich history of family ties and coupled with the convenience of Absalom 
Blanton's large mansion house and well to do financial circumstances, then this marriage 
seemed convenient for both parties and I am sure was accepted by the childen with astounding 
approval.

Henry had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda in 1841 , and I presume 
he may have been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples as they recorded on the 
way out to the 1 848-1 849 gold rush in California. David Staples diary stated, "On May 27th, 
Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the wet prairie, a 
party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera . " Who this was and the 
party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from 
cholera.

A local family, the Rinard (Rhinehart) Kimberin(g) 
family befriended the Pratts and was instrumental in helping the Pratt family to adjust to their new 
home life. Also, the Absalom Blanton family helped the Pratts and intermarried, which was 
Cherokee tradition.

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry 
Pratt family. When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They settled 
near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. When James Pratt married Rinard's 
daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told Rinard that he wanted a piece of 
property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some property near her parents either way, 
it was against the law for indians to own or buy land. Rinard bought the land, the James 
Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks later sold 24 acres of the 1 05 acres to 
his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt... James' brother. 
After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass themself 
off as a white man even though they were Vfe Cherokee. This led to Alexander's land purchase 
two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which he later sold to the Ambrose 
Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1 859.

Research Note 

After 37 years of researching various families in the Franklin, Washington and Crawford county 
areas, I have come to the conclusion that most of these ancestors were not highly educated. It 
was not important for senior family members to share with their children vital aspects concering 
when, where and how they were born and who were their ancestors. I have noticed that the 
Joshua Blanton family lacked basic understanding of dates, places and times and failed to 
convey these vital statistics to their children and grandchildren. One can offer the excuse, they 
were busy with surviivng life and did not take the time to share information with other family 
members. However, other families did take the time and stories were told, and legends were 
passed from generation to generation and there was something for the next generation to learn. 
This lack of sharing brings me to ask.. ."Why did Margaret offer such a variance in birth dates from 
census to census?" When her parents listed her in the 1 840 census they gave the correct dates of 
her birth between 1 831 -1 835. We lost track of Margaret over the next 20 years and we don't know 
if she had married prior to John Allen Blanton or he was her first spouse. But, the age dates from 
the subsequent census from 1870-1910 never matched with her true birth year of 1833. This was 
usually due to lost family records or forgetful memories. However, her true birth year was finally 
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depicted on her headstone of 1833. Obviously, son, Charles Henry Blanton the informant, who 
gave the death certificate information was not the same who gave the information on her 
headstone. Therefore, as researchers we can only guess to the approximate birth, marriage and 
death dates and until the Heavenly records are opened to us during the millennium, we can only 
do the best we can.

His mansion 
mentioned in several publications gives credence to his affulent and properous lifestyle. 
When I checked the newspapers of the Sullivan and surrounding areas back in the late 1970's 
and early 1980's, I did not know as much as I do now and overlooked key elements that I was 
not aware would be of value and interest to the Blanton-Pratt family history research 
community. Now, it is your turn to dig into those newspapes and extract the valuable and 
needed information to verify and answer some of the mysteries of these families.

When the Corp. of 
Engineers were going to put in a dam in the early 1 970's they bought all the property from 
landowners in and around the park which was to be flooded by the proposed lake. After the 
project was defeated by the local citizens, the governent failed to return the property to private 
hands but kept the best land and expanded the Meramec State Park to its present 
boundries.]

Absalom Blanton and widow Nancy (CARTER) Pratt were married on 21 March 1852. 
Groom from Washington County, Missouri. 

Research Note 

This marriage was probably a marriage of convenience. Absalom and Nancy were white with 
no native ancestry whereas, their children were V2 Cherokee. After the death of Henry Pratt; 
full blooded Cherokee and Cynthia ( PRATT) Blanton; full blooded Cherokee, then 
Absalom and Nancy found themselves still interacting with their children whom had 
intermarried through 5 connections. Henry had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda in 
1 841 , and I presume he may have been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples as 
they recorded on the way out to the 1848-1849 gold rush in California. David Staples diary 
stated, "On May 27th, Staples wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons 
through the wet prairie, a party.... returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of 
Cholera . " Who this was and the party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, 
George Winslow died in Nebraska from cholera. David Staples and party continued on to 
California and in 1862 was one of the founders of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, 
in San Francisco . " [See C2G Profile for Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt for complete details.] 
Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With such a rich history of family ties and coupled with the 
convenience of Absalom Blanton's large house and well to do financial circumstances, then 
this marriage seemed convenient for both parties and I am sure was accepted by the childen 
with astounding approval.

St. Joe's Oldest Pensioner 

Thirty-three years ago, June 1, 1937, Mr. Luther Blanton, 518 North Pine in Bonne Terre, 
Missouri, started his long life of leisure as a St. Joe pensioner. A visit to Mr. Blanton's home 
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this past month for an interview found him on his way to his garden spot with a small box of 
tomato plants. He stated that he still does some gardening at his advanced age but he is 
limited by poor vision. 

Mr. Blanton told us that he was born on a farm near Sullivan, Missouri, September 21, 1869, 
the son of William Wesley and Mary Ann Blanton. St. Joe records give Mr. Blanton's birthdate 
as September 21 , 1 871 , which Mr. Blanton says is in error by two years. (Give or take a year 
or so, there isn't anyone around to dispute his 1869 birthdate.) He is the youngest of six 
children; two brothers, Charley and William Lee; three sisters, Sarah, Nancy and Jenny, all of 
whom died many years ago. His father was of French and Indian origin and his mother of 
Indian origin. 

He recalled working on the family farm and in the timber before coming to Bonne Terre in 
1901. 

Mr. Blanton's name first appeared on St. Joe payrolls in November 1906 when he began 
work in the Bonne Terre Yard department. His jobs were those of caring for the stock on the 
company farm, section hand for the M.R. & B.T. Railway (a subsidiary of St. Joe at that time), 
crusherman, chat drag man, table man and laborer in the Bonne Terre mill. His last job prior 
to retirement in 1937 was that of watchman at the Bonne Terre yard. He mentioned the 
names of Hobbs, Kuchlin, McFarland, Donnegan, Delno and Aubuchon as some of his St. 
Joe foremen. 

When asked to what he attributed his longevity, he said, "Indians live to be old and my mom 
was of the Cherokee Indian origin and lived to be over 100 years of age and I guess I take 
after her. I worked hard all during my life and I've never been married." (Author unknown 
newspaper unknown) 

Research Note 

Since William Luther "Joker" Blanton died on 18 October 1970 and this article starts out 
stating that 33 years ago on 1 June 1937, which, when you add 33 years to 1937 you get 
1970, then this article was written in 1970 and before he died on the 18th of October 1970. 

This article is another example of a Cherokee heritage mentioned on both sides of Luther's 
parentage. This means the Pratts, Blantons and Harmons had Cherokee ancestry since 
Abraham Absalom and Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton were the ancestors of Luther's father; 
William Wesley Blanton and Joshua and Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton were the 
ancestors of Luther's mother; Mary Ann (BLANTON).

Living until one lacks but a little over two months of reaching the ripe old age of 118 falls to 
the lot of few people, but Bonne Terre, Mo., houses Mary Ann Blanton, a Cherokee Indian 
Woman, who will reach that age if she lived until next Feb. 20th. 

Born near what is now known as Fredericktown on Feb 20, 1816, one of a family of 14, 8 
sisters and 5 brothers, all of whom have passed away, the daughter of Nick Harmon, an 
Indian who strayed from his tribe in search of a lost brother and met his wife in the Tennessee 
Mountians and after marriage migrated to Madison Co., Mo. Her mother was a half breed 
and aside from the knowledge that she came from Tennessee she knows little relative to her 
mother's antecedents. 

Her memory of early life is summed up in her statement that she worked hard from early until 
lots as for back as she can remember doing the chores that were in those days the lot of all 
tribal women, though she never spent any time with a tribe, her entire life having been spent in 
Madison, Franklin and St. Francois Co., Mo. 

Her marriage to William Blanton a full-blooded Cherokee Indian, occured in 1857, though she 
cannot recollect the date. This union took place in Sullivan, MO., and the ceremony was 
performed by Squire Sam Melvin, at the home of her brother, who resided in Sullivan. 

When asked about her marriage license, she stated, "Why son, there was no such thing in 
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those days, and the only record I had was in a book that I kept which was destroyed when our 
entire house and all the belongings were burned some years back. " When asked how long 
ago this fire occurred, she stated, "too long ago for me to remember. " 

Asked about her family, she said: "Well, I wasn't married until I was an old woman, yet I had 6 
children by my husband who died Aug. 2, 1902, after being invalid for over 15 years, that I had 
to carry around to move him and feed him like a baby. 

Of the 6 children, Charles Blanton died at age of 13 and Bethany Blanton died at age of 10, 
the remainder are alive. The oldest is a daughter, Mrs. Sarah Pullen, who resides in Granite 
City, IL. and is past 75 years of age. Her daughter, Catherine Blanton, aged 66, and son 
Luther Blanton aged 62, both living with their mother, were born in the little shack in the woods 
that she has called home for so many years she can't remember. The youngest son, Robert 
Lee Blanton is aged 58 and also 
lives in Granite City. 

Her early married life was spent on the banks of the Meramec River, but she and her husband 
moved so frequently along the river that she was unable to definitely designate the place. Her 
most vivid recollection and the most outstanding memories are those of the Civil War, the 
havoc of which impressed itself on her memory and about which she talks as though it was 
yesterday. 

The devastation in some of the regions through which she and her husband traveled and the 
gruesomeness of some of the scenes they witnessed made an indelible impression, which 
even now she talks about with considerable feeling though she cannot give any details 
relative to anu particuliar incident, passing it off with the statement, "there was so much 
happened in those days that was terrible, that no one incident during the was impressed itself 
more fully than another. " 

Her earliest recollection of what is now known as Bonne Terre and dating back 60 years was 
its barrenness without a single house in what is now the principle city in the Lead Belt. "There 
was not a single house there, with the exception of a couple log huts located on what is now 
called the slime branch, " she said. She remembers distinctly when Firmin Desloge did his 
first mining in what is now called No. 3 shaft, but never took much interest in it because she 
did not know what good would come of getting lead. 

"During the Civil War", she said "we lived in what is now called Flat River, and I sure 
remember the shots going through our house and the army men tearing up our house which 
comprised four rough walls, with only a partial roof and destroyed what little we had and left us 
to wander homeless and that show we drifted to where we are now. " 

Mrs. Blanton was asked to what she attributed her old age, and she answered she thought it 
was just a family habit to live long stating that her cousin, Bethany Blanton died at age 104 
and spent her entire life along the Merrimac and outdoors, whild her husband's uncle, Uncle 
Vincent Blanton lived in Kansas City and died at age 108. 

Did you ever drink, asked the reporter, to which she replied: "I had the dyspepsia once and 
folks told me to drink whiskey and I did just that and it cured me, but I haven't drank none 
since, 'cause I haven't had no more dyspepsia. " 
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Did you ever smoke? "Oh yes, until after the war when I got out of the notion and haven't 
smoked since that time. In fact, I haven't any desire for it except occassionly. " 

What church are you a member of next queried the writer. "None was the prompt reply, "never 
was inside one don't know nothing about it. " Have you had much illness Mrs. Blanton, was the 
next query. "No, never had but two doctors in my life , once I had typhoid fever before I was 
married and the other time when I wrenched my back trying to lift my husband out of bed, and 
Dr. Evans of Bonne Terre kind of fixed me up. " 

Did you ever travel by train or otherwise? "Never been anywhere except the foot traveling with 
my husband except once I visited my daughter in Granite City, III. " 

How did you live during 15 years that your husband was an invalid? What source of income 
did your husband have before his illness? "Well, my usual day's work consisted of hacking 10 
cords of wood a day and a cord of wood was nothing for me to turn out. I did this even when 
Mr. Blanton was alive and just continued it. Of course, we had no comforts life you all have 
today, " she said, "we had no lamps, stoves, beds and our meals consisted mostly of milk 
and mush. We cooked by open fire which also provided our heat in cold weather and had 
scaffolds in the wall which we used for beds. We made our own clothes by spinning and 
weaving. I still eat 3 times a day, when I can get it, but that's not often. I haven't a tooth in my 
mouth, but my digestion is good, and the only physical trouble I have is occassional with my 
heart." 

Did you ever go to a dance or show? "No, I don't believe in them. They're not good for folks 
and shouldn't be allowed. " 

Did you ever go to town? "What for? I've nothing to go for and am not able to walk and haven't 
any other way to get there, so I never leave the place. " 

She lives on the McGahan place now owned by St. Joseph Lead. The place is rather 
dilapidated in appearance, but well kept inside and Mrs. Blanton walked down the 3 steps 
leading from one room the other, carrying a chair for fear that there were not enough chairs in 
the kitchen. 

At the close of the interview she asked for a photograph of herself. Only has one large portrait 
saved from the fire and it is not good likeness, she says. Her daughter took the portrait from 
the wall and the reporter was astounded, It portrayed a woman in her early 20' s, with blue 
eyes full of expression and a beautiful head of hair and really a marvelously beautiful creature 
to look upon. The clothing was indicative of apparel the equal of which the reportorial eys had 
never heretofore perceived, but most becoming. 

A tightly fitting costume indicated a figure that would make the modern flapper envy the 
owner. Stately, with a piercing look that at once expressed determination and kindness was 
so apparent that one could not help taking a look at the woman before him and register the 
thought that here was a character that would defy hardships, conclude any undertaking 
started, and yet possessed of that womanliness that appeals to every human. 

1 18 yrs. is a long time to live, but one look at the young woman portrait spells the answer to 
why the pioneers of earlier days succeeded so well in their every undertaking. 
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Wrinkled and wearing a man's overcoat this 118 year old Indian woman left one feeling that 
the present generation really knows nothing of hardships and this despite the period of 
depression that has given the majority of us "heeby geebies" and made then feel that life is 
hardly worth living. After listening to this aged woman, who experienced every hardship 
conceivable, who never enjoyed any of the modern comforts, who knows not the consolation 
of religion, who can neither read nor write and never attended a school, one cannot help but 
leave there with a thought that this is a good old world to live in. (Author unknown) 

Research Note 

The above article was given to me by Gerladine Mabel ( MILLER) Reed, Desloge, MO. 
Her notes are as follows. Mary Ann Blanton daughter of Joshua (brother to Adsalom) and 
Behany (HARMON) Blanton wife of William Wesley Blanton, son ofAbsalon and Cynthia 
(PRATT) Blanton was born 1847, maybe in Madison Co, MO. Family came to Scott Co., 
MO in 1842, according to Goodspeed. Her Father did spend part of Civil War years in St. 
Francois Co., MO. after having first settled in Washington Co., MO. by 1850. Mary ann was 
married 1867. Came to Bonne Terre by 1880. Died August 7, 1940. Nick Harmon was her 
grandfather? Was he the brother of Isaac Harmon of Pendelton Co., VA whose brother went 
west into the mountains and was never heard of again?

I asked Mabel where she got her information that the Blantons and Pratts were not indians 
and she said she just "felt" Mary Ann was wrong in the above article. So, I asked Mabel, what 
documetnation does she have to the contrary of Mary Ann's story and she said none, it was 
her own opinion. However, in several of Mabel's documents and letters back in the 1970's 
she alluded to the realization that the Pratts and Blantons may have had Cherokee ancestrty. 
She did not have the opportunity to read my book, " Henry Pratt Family of Greene County, 
Tennessee " © 2002, which presents proof of a Cherokee ancestry. Therefore the reader 
should not put much credibility into Mabels comments in her latter years and focus more on 
the facts. 

Concerning Mary Ann's statements in the above article, one gets the impression that she was 
having a great deal of fun with the reporter. Looking at her census information she was very 
consistant with the 1 847-1 848 birthyear until she reached the 1 930 census where she was 
having fun and seeking attention. I have noticed that older people try and say outrageous 
things in order to get attention and this atricle proves Mary Ann was having fun.

Mary Ann Blanton, who claimed to be the oldest citizen of St. Francois county did at her 
home near Big River Wednesday last following a long and active pioneer life. Mrs. Blanton 
was the daughter of Joshua and Nancy Harmon Blanton. She was born in Madison County 
near Fredericktown, February 20, 1835. 

In 1885 she was married to her first cousin, William Blanton. To this union six children were 
born three of whom are still living: two daughters, Mrs. Sarah Pullin, aged 67, Catherine Jane 
Blanton, aged 63, and one son, Luther, 61, all living at home. Mrs. Blanton was the 
granddaughter of NICK HARMON who married a half breed Indian girl while looking for his 
brother in Tennessee, who had married a Cherokee Indian. In 1814, Nancy Harmon, Nick's 
daughter was married to Joshua Blanton, Mary Ann's father. There were fourteen children 
born to this union. 

Mary Ann Blanton was a Free Will Baptist, having joined that church when a young girl. She 
continued to visit her relatives in St. Louis and Illinois as long as she was able to travel and 
until a few years ago, kept up with her brothers and knew where they were located. In 1921 
her only living brother, John A. Blanton, retired wagon maker and blacksmith, died at the age 
of 99 years. Up to five years before his death he owned and operated a blacksmith shop in 
Sullivan, with the help of his son Charles. At the time of her death, Mary Ann Blanton was 105 
years, 5 months, 1 7 days old. She is survived by three children, two grand-children and five 
great-grand children.

St. Joe's Oldest Pensioner 

Thirty-three years ago, June 1, 1937, Mr. Luther Blanton, 518 North Pine in Bonne Terre, 
Missouri, started his long life of leisure as a St. Joe pensioner. A visit to Mr. Blanton's home 
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this past month for an interview found him on his way to his garden spot with a small box of 
tomato plants. He stated that he still does some gardening at his advanced age but he is 
limited by poor vision. 

Mr. Blanton told us that he was born on a farm near Sullivan, Missouri, September 21, 1869, 
the son of William Wesley and Mary Ann Blanton. St. Joe records give Mr. Blanton's birthdate 
as September 21 , 1 871 , which Mr. Blanton says is in error by two years. (Give or take a year 
or so, there isn't anyone around to dispute his 1869 birthdate.) He is the youngest of six 
children; two brothers, Charley and William Lee; three sisters, Sarah, Nancy and Jenny, all of 
whom died many years ago. His father was of French and Indian origin and his mother of 
Indian origin. 

He recalled working on the family farm and in the timber before coming to Bonne Terre in 
1901. 

Mr. Blanton's name first appeared on St. Joe payrolls in November 1906 when he began 
work in the Bonne Terre Yard department. His jobs were those of caring for the stock on the 
company farm, section hand for the M.R. & B.T. Railway (a subsidiary of St. Joe at that time), 
crusherman, chat drag man, table man and laborer in the Bonne Terre mill. His last job prior 
to retirement in 1937 was that of watchman at the Bonne Terre yard. He mentioned the 
names of Hobbs, Kuchlin, McFarland, Donnegan, Delno and Aubuchon as some of his St. 
Joe foremen. 

When asked to what he attributed his longevity, he said, "Indians live to be old and my mom 
was of the Cherokee Indian origin and lived to be over 100 years of age and I guess I take 
after her. I worked hard all during my life and I've never been married." (Author unknown 
newspaper unknown) 

Research Note 

Since William Luther "Joker" Blanton died on 18 October 1970 and this article starts out 
stating that 33 years ago on 1 June 1937, which, when you add 33 years to 1937 you get 
1970, then this article was written in 1970 and before he died on the 18th of October 1970. 

This article is another example of a Cherokee heritage mentioned on both sides of Luther's 
parentage. This means the Pratts, Blantons and Harmons had Cherokee ancestry since 
Abraham Absalom and Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton were the ancestors of Luther's father; 
William Wesley Blanton and Joshua and Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton were the 
ancestors of Luther's mother; Mary Ann (BLANTON). 

Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton and sister to Henry Pratt was always known by her descendants 
as a Cherokee princess. Thus the Cherokee connection through the Pratts. Bethanie's 
mother; Sarah (LUSTER) as the story goes was full blooded Cherokee. Stephen Nicholas 
"Nick" Harmon decided to look for his lost brother who was lost somewhere in the hills of 
Tennessee. Along his journey, Stephen Harmon met and became enchanted with this 
Cherokee beauty, named Sarah (LUSTER) and decided to marry her. So, in 1799 he 
married her in Greene County, Tennessee. Therefore, since Stephen Nicholas "Nick" and 
Sarah (LUSTER) Harmon are the parents of Bethanie "Nancy" ( HARMON) Blanton, 
then this would make her Vz Cherokee, and Joshua and Bethanie's daughter; Mary Ann 
(BLANTON), Luther's mother, would have been V4 Cherokee.

When I 
checked the newspapers of the Sullivan and surrounding areas back in the late 1970's and early 
1980's, I did not know as much as I do now and overlooked key elements that I was not aware 
would be of value and interest to the Blanton-Pratt family history research community. Now, it is 
your turn to dig into those newspapes and extract the valuable and needed information to verify 
and answer some of the mysteries of these families.

Henry had died after the birth of his daughter; Matilda in 1841 , and I presume he 
may have been the one mentioned in the diary of David Staples as they recorded on the way out 
to the 1 848-1 849 gold rush in California. David Staples diary stated, "On May 27th, Staples 
wrote of Indians, mule trouble, double-teaming the wagons through the wet prairie, a 
party.. ..returning haveing lost a husband father and friend of Cholera . " Who this was and the 
party that returned is not mentioned. But, on June 8th, George Winslow died in Nebraska from 
cholera. David Staples and party continued on to California and in 1862 was one of the founders 
of the Fireman's Fund Insurance Company, in San Francisco . " [See C2G Profile for Henry 
Winslow "Win" Pratt for complete details.] Cynthia died between 1850-1852. With such a rich 
history of family ties and coupled with the convenience of Absalom Blanton's large house and 
well to do financial circumstances, then this marriage seemed convenient for both parties and I 
am sure was accepted by the childen with astounding approval.

The saddest calamity that ever visited Sullivan occurred last Friday morning about 7'oclock 

when the residence occupied by William Allen and family was burned and seven members of 

the family perished. Those losing their lives were Mrs. William Allen, her granddaughter, Mrs. 

Gertrude Hanson, and two children: Eva, three years old and James three weeks old; 

grandchildren, Meredith Pierce 14, Viola Eads 1 1 , and Dorothy Bly 6. 

The family was living in the old Sheehan residence at the entrance to the ball park. 

Mr. William Allen had been confined to his bed with illness for the past seven weeks. He was 

very feeble and occupied a bed on the lower floor. His wife and the other members of the family 

(eight) slept in the one upstairs room. 

The daughter, Mrs. Daisy Felton, was employed at the shoe factory and had to get up early 
each morning, often getting her breakfast quietly and going to work without arousing the other 
members of the family. She did so last Friday morning, leaving a wood fire in the kitchen stove. 
She says she was just a little late that morning and did not leave the house until about 6:40. 
About seven o'clock neighbors discovered the residence to be on fire. When they reached it 
they found Mr. Allen lying on the porch with his hair and whiskers singed. When the fire reached 
his room and set his bed on fire he managed to crawl to the porch where he collapsed. He was 
rescued by the neighbors. At that time the upper part of the ceiling was all aflame and there 
was no possibility of rescuing any of the occupants. J 

ust as she was putting on her apron to begin work at the factory, Mrs. Felton got word that the 
house was on fire. She rushed home, a distance of about a quarter of a mile, and on reaching 
the scene, breathless, and seeing the tragic situation, she collapsed in a faint. She is the 
mother of two of the victims, Mrs. Hanson and Meredith Pierce, and grandmother of the two 
babies. Her grief is beyond measure. 

County Coroner, S. L. Dewhirst, was called and after a careful investigation decided that the 
death of all the victims was caused by suffocation before the fire ever reached them. The theory 
is that the fire caught from the flue and smoke filled the room where they were all sound asleep 
before they realized it. 

Both undertakers were called into service and the charred bodies were wrapped in sheeting 
and paced in caskets, three each in two caskets, and one, Viola Eads in a separate casket. 
Burial was made in three graves. 

Viola Eads was the daughter of William Eads who died in France, during the war. His war 
insurance was left to her and she had a fund of about $3000 in bank, held in trust for her until 
she should become of age. 

She and Dorothy Bly were half sisters, the mother having married a second time after being 
divorced from Mr. Eads before he went to war. 

The mother, now Mrs. Ethel Leathers of Cisne, III. Came for the funeral and burial which was 
held Saturday afternoon. 

Jesse Hanson, husband of Mrs. Gertrude Hanson and father of the infant that perished, was 
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also here for the funeral. His father was here with him. Their home is in St. Louis. 
Mrs. William Allen's maiden name was Lillie Hanson. She was born in St. Louis and at the time 
of her death was 55 years old. She has two brothers and one sister living, James Hanson . 
St. Louis, John Hanson . Piedmont; Mrs. Odia Minks . Festus. 

She is survived by her husband, William Allen, Sullivan; one son, Walter Allen . Sullivan; 
three daughters, Mrs. Drusie Dyle . Festus; Mrs Ethel Leathers . Cisne, III; Mrs Daisy 
Felton . Sullivan. 

The children were all here for the funeral except Mrs. Dyle, who arrived a few hours too late.

This would indicate that there may have been another 
marriage and a different spouse and mother to the remaining children. _

The Sullivan Sentinel Thursday, June 4, 1925 A TERRIBLE CALAMITY 
Seven Persons Perish When Fire Destroys Residence 

The saddest calamity that ever visited Sullivan occurred last Friday morning about 7'oclock 

when the residence occupied by William Allen and family was burned and seven members of 

the family perished. Those losing their lives were Mrs. William Allen, her granddaughter, Mrs. 

Gertrude Hanson, and two children: Eva, three years old and James three weeks old; 

grandchildren, Meredith Pierce 14, Viola Eads 1 1 , and Dorothy Bly 6. 

The family was living in the old Sheehan residence at the entrance to the ball park. 

Mr. William Allen had been confined to his bed with illness for the past seven weeks. He was 

very feeble and occupied a bed on the lower floor. His wife and the other members of the 

family (eight) slept in the one upstairs room. 

The daughter, Mrs. Daisy Felton, was employed at the shoe factory and had to get up early 
each morning, often getting her breakfast quietly and going to work without arousing the other 
members of the family. She did so last Friday morning, leaving a wood fire in the kitchen 
stove. She says she was just a little late that morning and did not leave the house until about 
6:40. 

About seven o'clock neighbors discovered the residence to be on fire. When they reached it 
they found Mr. Allen lying on the porch with his hair and whiskers singed. When the fire 
reached his room and set his bed on fire he managed to crawl to the porch where he 
collapsed. He was rescued by the neighbors. At that time the upper part of the ceiling was all 
aflame and there was no possibility of rescuing any of the occupants. J 
ust as she was putting on her apron to begin work at the factory, Mrs. Felton got word that the 
house was on fire. She rushed home, a distance of about a quarter of a mile, and on reaching 
the scene, breathless, and seeing the tragic situation, she collapsed in a faint. She is the 
mother of two of the victims, Mrs. Hanson and Meredith Pierce, and grandmother of the two 
babies. Her grief is beyond measure. 

County Coroner, S. L. Dewhirst, was called and after a careful investigation decided that the 
death of all the victims was caused by suffocation before the fire ever reached them. The 
theory is that the fire caught from the flue and smoke filled the room where they were all sound 
asleep before they realized it. 

Both undertakers were called into service and the charred bodies were wrapped in sheeting 
and paced in caskets, three each in two caskets, and one, Viola Eads in a separate casket. 
Burial was made in three graves. 

Viola Eads was the daughter of William Eads who died in France, during the war. His war 
insurance was left to her and she had a fund of about $3000 in bank, held in trust for her until 
she should become of age. 

She and Dorothy Bly were half sisters, the mother having married a second time after being 
divorced from Mr. Eads before he went to war. 

The mother, now Mrs. Ethel Leathers of Cisne, III. Came for the funeral and burial which was 
held Saturday afternoon. 
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Jesse Hanson, husband of Mrs. Gertrude Hanson and father of the infant that perished, was 

also here for the funeral. His father was here with him. Their home is in St. Louis. 

Mrs. William Allen's maiden name was Lillie Hanson. She was born in St. Louis and at the 

time of her death was 55 years old. She has two brothers and one sister living, James 

Hanson . St. Louis, John Hanson . Piedmont; Mrs. Odia Minks . Festus. 

She is survived by her husband, William Allen, Sullivan; one son, Walter Allen , Sullivan; 

three daughters, Mrs. Drusie Dyle . Festus; Mrs Ethel Leathers . Cisne, III; Mrs Daisy 

Felton . Sullivan. 

The children were all here for the funeral except Mrs. Dyle, who arrived a few hours too late. 
Mrs. Myrtle Carillo of Chicago, sister to Mrs. Gertrude Hanson and Meredith Pierce, was also 
here. 

Mrs. Gertrude Hanson was 19 years 3 months 10 days old. 

The funeral was conducted Saturday at 1 1 :30 at the Pentecostal church by the pastor, Rev. W. 
H. Boyles, and burial was made in the Odd Fellow cemetery, added this on 8 May 2010

AN ALLEN FAMILY TRAGEDY 

The Allen's suffered a terrible loss on May 29, 1925, when seven members of the family lost 
their lives in a devastating fire at the family home near Sullivan, Missouri. An account of the fire 
from the Sullivan Sentinel is included below. I heard this story many times from my Father as I 
was growing up . However, only recently was I able to find the news article included below and 
to find, download and print death certificates for all those who perished. These certificates and 
the article combine to identify the seven who died and their relationships. 
I will list the family members in the order and as they are identified in the newspaper article 
followed by clarification of their identities and relationships. 

"Mrs. William Allen" - Mrs. William Allen (wife of William Franklin Allen who survived the fire) 
was born Lillie/Lillian Hanson, July 29, 1869, in St. Louis, Missouri. Her father was Andrew 
Hanson. She was the grandmother of four of the victims of the fire and great-grandmother to 
two of the other victims of the fire. 

"Mrs. Gertrude Hanson" - Mrs. Gertrude Hanson, wife of Jesse Hanson, was born Gertrude 
Pierce. Her parents were Ruben Pierce and Daisy Hibbler, who was the daughter of Lillian 
Hanson and her first husband John Hibbler. Mrs. Gertrude Hanson was the granddaughter of 
Lillian Hanson (Mrs. William Allen above) and John Hibbler. 

"Eva, three years old" - Eva was born Eva Sanchez. Her parents were Gertrude Pierce (Mrs. 
Gertrude Hanson above) and her first husband Valiz Sanchez. She was the great- 
granddaughter of Mrs. William Allen. 

"James, three weeks old" - James was born James Hanson on May 7, 1925. His parents 
were Gertrude Pierce (Mrs. Gertrude Hanson above) and her second husband Jesse Hanson. 
He was a half-brother to Eva Sanchez and the great-grandson of Mrs. William Allen. 
"Meredith Pierce 14" - Meredith Pierce born November 13, 1910, was the son of Ruben 
Pierce and Daisy Hibbler. He was the brother of Gertrude Pierce (Mrs. Gertrude Hanson 
above) and grandson of Mrs. William Allen. 

"Viola Eads 1 1" - Viola Eads born November 11, 1914, was the daughter of Ethyl Allen and 
her first husband William Edward Eads. She was the granddaughter of Mrs. William Allen and 
William Franklin Allen. 

"Dorothy Bly 6" - Dorothy Bly was the daughter of Ethyl Allen and her second husband Earl Bly. 
She was a half-sister to Viola Eads and granddaughter of Mrs. William Allen and William 
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Franklin Allen

When if full blast, the plant used as much as 240 cords of four foot 
oak wood a day. Some local iron ore was used, but trainloads of Michigan ore were shipped in. 
A R. R. track was extended out to the plant and camps from Fremont, a large hotel was erected, 
and the population was thought to have reached nearly 3,000. The school soon grew to be a 
two-year high school, and ninety were enrolled in the first grade. Many investors became 
bankrupt. The government took control and invested large sums during the war. Little now 
remains but the old ruins and the tall chimney of the old smelter. The post-office, Midco, named 
for the plant, was established prior to 1 91 8. 

Midco was located in Sections 22 & 27, Township 27 N, Range 2 W, at the end of Highway Y. A 
cemetery is shown at Section 26, while a building is shown in Section 22, which adjoins 26 on 
the north.

Thirty-three years ago, June 1, 1937, Mr. Luther Blanton, 518 North Pine in Bonne Terre, 
Missouri, started his long life of leisure as a St. Joe pensioner. A visit to Mr. Blanton's home this 
past month for an interview found him on his way to his garden spot with a small box of tomato 
plants. He stated that he still does some gardening at his advanced age but he is limited by poor 
vision. 

Mr. Blanton told us that he was born on a farm near Sullivan, Missouri, September 21, 1869, the 
son of William Wesley and Mary Ann Blanton. St. Joe records give Mr. Blanton's birthdate as 
September 21 , 1 871 , which Mr. Blanton says is in error by two years. (Give or take a year or so, 
there isn't anyone around to dispute his 1869 birthdate.)

Villages of Crawford County, Missouri - LITTLE SPRINGS-BUTTS 

One of the early schools established in Crawford County is known as Little Springs located on the 
Courtois about twelve miles east of Steelville. The school, the church, store, and postoffice were 
scattered on the hills and in the valley and never became a clustered village like many others. 
Until 1878 the Baptist congregation used the school building. The Fairview Baptist used their own 
building which they had recently completed on October 4, 1878. The Fairview Cemetery a short 
distance from the church had long before become the burying ground for the people of the region. 
Dowm the hill from the church Rowland Bass, senior, built a store and stocked it with a wide 
variety of staple goods desirable for rural needs. A post office called Butts was established and 
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J. H. Sites was appointed the first postmaster. Others were Lytle Moutray and Loyd Gormley. The 
school called Little Springs now became the Butts School. A prominentt acher, Mr. Butts had 
arrived as a teacher and because of his influence in the community the name was changed. The 
old frame school was replaced with a stone one built with Works Progress Administration funds 
during the early 1 930s. The old store was torn down after the post office was discontinued and a 
rural route established. At the present time Robert Bass is constructing two buildings on the 
same site- -a grocery store and a feed store. Both buildings are fireproof concrete block structure 
s. The school building was purchased by Jesse Osborne, a professor at St. Louis University, who 
uses it as a summer home. Today the valley is quiet, the only activity is the presence of weekend

When I began my research in 1975 there were very few people who knew anything about 
the Pratt and Blanton families. Of all the hundreds of people I had talked to, only three 
distinct individuals were knowledgable about these families.

[3] Julia Mae (HARMON) Blanton married Roy Lewis Blanton of Steelville, Crawford, 
Missouri. She knew a great deal about Blanton, Harmon family connections. She was not 
very knowledgable concerning the Pratt families. I can't recall visiting with her other than a 
few phone calls. I obtained some of her research which was given freely to me by her and 
the others. 

These three ladies were and are responsible for 90% of what is known about the Blanton, 
Hulsey, Harmon families of Missouri that you now find on the internet. If you notice, there 
were no Pratt family historians in the 1970's other than the information Mabel had. ..that was 
it. 

These ladies researched the old fashion way.. .by leg work and digging in old courthouses 
for information. They interviewed realtives and researched cemeteries and obtained their 
information the hard way. 

When I came along to fufill the requirements of my church, all this information they shared 
with me had to be documented and "proven" with reliable sources, which up until my time 
was not really a priority for family history researchers. 

My tribute to these remarkable ladies is the fact that they pointed me in the right directions 
and I was able to dig and prove their research and take it up to a professional level. I was 
able to accomplish this because, I was young and had the time and monetary resources to 
go to the cemteries, libraries, courthouses and visit with realtives to fill in the blanks. 
Without their help, 90% of what you have found on the internet would not be there because I 
would not have been able to validate their research and make my findings available to the 
public. This is a tribute to them and their lifelong dedication for a great sacrifice endured, 
and in the process they have provided us with a legacy for future generations.

They were married 
about 1846 at Sullivan, Mo. They lived and owned their farm, which was probably homesteaded 
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on the Meramec River, east of Sullivan, Mo. To get to their home from Sullivan, MO., you cross 
the Sappington bridge across the Meramec River. They built their house on a beautiful hill from 
the river. Mr. Allen died about 1907 and they buried him in the Hamilton cemetery. Mrs.

This makes an excellent combination 
of European blood, which makes them according to blood and training, outstanding 
personalities, intelligent, ambitious, self reliant, honest, benevolent, friendly, compassionate, 
religious, and kind. "

[9] Someone posted on ancestry.com that her husband was E.N Minks but he died a year 
before the tragedy and his wife in the 1920 census is Courtway Coordia ( LANE) not Odia 
(HANSON). His death certificate mentions Coordia on the death certificate not Odia 
(HANSON). Getting his identity is also problematic. 

[10] Andrew's sons; James and John can not locate them even in the 1920 census and using 
the locations in the Tragedy newspaper account has not helped. 
And it goes on and on. It is a mess. 

So I am about to leave the Hanson family and move on in my research, because this is taking 
up too much time and there seems to be no one on the internet that has a clue. ..or cares. 
I only run across these type of families when there are problems that you and I can't see across 
the other side. 

I have given you more than anyone else knows about these people, but it is meager compared 

to Andrew's parents and others when you get the final report.

Do not give copies or reproduce the information you received from the compiler or 
author without written permission. 

2. In your research efforts, if you are able to advance the research, then reciprocate by 
sharing your research information with the compiler. 

3. Use the information you receive as a starting point for your research of your families. 

4. If you decide to use information you have received, in a book, document or research 
material, be sure to acknowledge the author or compiler of that material. 

5. All inquiries by third parties for a copy of the material should be forwarded to the original 
compiler or author for written permission. 

6. Do not loan or share your information, family heirlooms, special documents, one of a 
kind, pictures, or irreplaceable materials to non-professional researches or family 
members. These types of materials seem to disappear or become damaged. 

7. Make copies of important documents or materials when at libraries and be sure to write 
the name of the book, source, letter or film with the author's name and page number and 
year of publication. 

8. Genealogy work that is not documented is of little value. Remember, you are leaving a 
trail for those who follow. If future researchers have to verify your work, then of what 
value is your work? 

9. Collect family stories from those relatives who are still alive. This is a short cut to 
your past and they hold a world of knowledge about your family. 

10. Do not try to finance all your research alone. Ask for financial assistance from interested 
family members. 



Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was 
acquired over years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising 
families, working for income, and surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND 
spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their ancestors. This pursuit required great 
sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual locations to view the 
marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries.
